Many books have been written dealing with 
the romantic side of sea-faring life. If the au- 
thor happen to have been a sailor, like Captain 
Marryat, he describes the comic phases, avoid- 
ing those which are smooths over the 
difficulties, and leads his readers to imagine that 
life on board ship is full of fun, frolic, and jollity, 
with the advantage of seeing many distant lands 
and peoples. Boys are easily deluded by such 
stories : what is most improbable seems to them 
true and real; and many of them determine in 
early life that when they come to man’s estate 
they will be sailors. Most boys are fond of fun ; 
many have a sprinkling of mischief in their or-

men are waiting for the rescue that apparently 
arrives too late. They are too exhausted to wel- 
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come it when it comes; and it would seem more 
than doubtful whether aught in human power can 
restore those wasted bodies to life and health. 

It is terrible to learn, as we have done through 
recent disclosures, that the lives of our seamen 
are unnecessarily exposed through the unsound- 
ness of the vessels in which they are compelled 
to sail. One fruitful source of shipwreck can be 
found in the haste and carelessness with which 
our ships are built. Our wooden vessels especial- 
ly are not so well constructed as they used to be; 
the timber is insufficient in quantity, not so good 
in quality, not so carefully selected, not so thor- 
oughly seasoned, The timbers are not so strong- 
ly bolted together ; iron bolts are used instead of 
copper, and even where copper heads appear, the 
shaft of the bolt is frequently of iron. Where in 
former times it required years to build a ship, it 
is now done in a few months. When a close- 
fisted ship-owner desires to build a vessel, he con 
tracts with the ship-builder to do the work at the 
lowest possible price. The builder is as desirous 
to make money as the owner is to save it, hence 
he never drives a bolt or screws on a nut that can 
be saved; and some are so corrupt and heartless 
as to put in short bolts which only reach a part of 
the distance required. All iron in a sea-going ves 
sel, when unprotected by paint or cement, is atfect- 
ed very injuriously by sea-water, bilge-water, and 
by the gases and chemical action arising from cer 
tain cargoes, while copper will remain unaffect- 
ed, and outlast any wood. Now when a vessel 
constructed of knotty, sappy, badly seasoned tim- 
ber, some of it cut across the grain, improperly 
bolted together with iron bolts, has been at sea 
a few years, the wood contracts, the iron becomes 
oxidized, the timbers rot, and if the vessel goes 
ashore or strikes a rock it may fall to pieces like 
a house built of cards. 

Another great cause of shipwreck is overload- 
ing The vessels go to sea too deeply laden, so 
that when a storm of even usual magnitude 
arises they are taken at a great disadvantage, 
and frequently go tc the bott 
many valuable lives. Sometimes the greed of 
gain is so great on the part of the owners that 
even the decks are crowded with freight, th 
vessel having been overloaded to such ar extent 
that the cargo can not all be stowed in the hold, 
and it is piled up on deck. When a vessel ha 
a deck load on, it interferes seriously with th 
sailors in the working of the ship, as they can 
not possibly move about expeditiously over a 
deck that is crowded with barrels, boxes, and 
bales. Hence, if struck by a sudden squall, the 
masts of the ship may go down before the canvas 
can be taken off them, and the vessel, cargo, and 
men be at the mercy of the wind and waves 
merely because too heavy a load has caused a 
fatal delay. 

Ship-owners who send badly constructed ves- 
sels to sea are also amenable to the charge of 
sending out ships on long voyages badly provis- 
ioned, that is to say, insufficiently manned and 
not properly provided with extra sails, boats, 
spars, ete. A bark of five hundred tons should 
have at least twelve to fourteen men as sailors to 
handle her canvas. A ship of one to two thou- 
sand tons should have at least twenty-five men 
to manage her. Any person at all familiar with 
the large amount of canvas carried by a ship 
when under full sail will readily understand how 
impossible it is for a number less than this to 
strip the vessel in case of a sudden emergency. 
Hence there are many disasters from vessels dis- 
masted by being suddenly struck by a squall, not 
having had men enough to take in sail. Very 
frequently, when making up estimates of expend 
iture for repairs, ship-masters complain that they 
had not men enough to handle the vessel; that 
the disaster would not have occurred if there had 
been a sufficient crew to strip the ship. ‘This is 
owing to the parsimony of the owners, as every 
man adds to the expenses of the vessel by 1 
quiring more food and more pay. If the weath 
er had proved good, the voyage might have bee: 
successfully made by a short crew, but if the 
weather proves foul, then ship and cargo may be 
wrecked, only in this case the loss is covered by 
insurance, and the owners lose nothing. ‘This 
seems to be the mode of reasoning adopted by 
some ship-owners. If they put on board a par- 
tial set of extra sails and an extra mainyard, that 
is about as much as they think necessary. 

Vessels nowadays are built too long and too 
narrow. ‘The reasons given for this style of ma- 
rine architecture are that the long, narrow ship 
will carry twice as much freight and run some- 
what faster than a short vessel of broad beam. 
Speed and quantity versus safety—lucre versus 
life. There are iron ships in the New York and 
Liverpool trade more than ten times as long as 
they are broad, that is to say, a vessel of thirty 
feet beam is over three hundred in length. <A 
wooden vessel or even an iron one built in this 
style, if driven upon a rock any where near mid 
ships, would break into pieces in a very short 
time. To such an extent has this long and nar- 
row theory been carried that many old ships have 
even been lengthened. They were sawed in two 
and a section introduced into the middle, whic! 
be it ever so carefully done, can not fail to weak- 
en the ship. Should one of these vessels at any 
time lose a rudder in a stormy sea, it would re 
quire no prophet to predict her fate. Should 
one of them get aground, she is liable to brea 
in two, or turn completely over with the falling 
tide 

The ears of the ship-owner are deaf to the 
shriek of the drowning sailor, the wail of 
widow, and the ery of his or 
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his necessities 
he must go to sea, and he cares little 
where or how. 
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
